in the chair. 
Roll called and quorum present. 
Prayer by th e C haplain, Rev. A. C. Bane. 
Journal of yesterday read aud approved. 
I Mr. Wilson in the chair. | 
Moffitt reported from th e Com m ittee on Citv, 
City and County and Town Governm ents, & sub­ 
stitute for the so-called Yrooman Act. 
Heacock presented a petition sigued by 6.T7U 
persons, asking for the passage of a Sunday law. 


IRRIGATION BILLS. 
The special order for th e hour w as th e follow" 
ing am endm ents to the so-called W right irriga 
tion law : 
A. B. 335, am endatory and supplem ental to a n 
Act to provide ior the organization and govern­ 
m ent ot irrigation districts, and to prov.de for 
th e acquisition of w ater and other property, and 
for the distribution of watei thereby for irriga­ 
tion putposes, providing for the exclusion of 
certain lauds w ithin any such district. 
A. B. 340, am endatory and supplem ental to an 
Act to provide for the organization and govern­ 
m ent of irrigation districts, and to provide for 
th e acquisition of w ater aud other propertv, and 
for the distribution of w ater thereby for irriga­ 
tion purposes, and providing for a change of 
th e boundaries of irrigation districts by inclini­ 
ng other lauds therein. 
Substitute for A. B. 130, to am end Sections 10, 
22 and 27 of an Act to provide for the organisa­ 
tion and governm ent ot irrigation districts, and 
to provide for the acquisition of w ater aud 
other property, and lor the distribution of water 
thereby for irrigation purposes, relating to ap ­ 
pointm ent to office in ease of vacancies, and to 
assessm ents of real property, and to the collec­ 
t on of such assessments. 
C a n in etti presented a report from th e Com­ 
m ittee on Irrigation, srating th a t on Friday 
evening last, pursuant to notice, the com m ittee 
held a jo in t m eeting w ith the Assembly Com­ 
m ittee on Irrigation. and heard argum ents on 
the m erits of the bills, w ith the result th at tbey 
unanim ously recom m end the passage of the 
bills w ithout am endm ent. 
The bills were read a th ird tim e and passed. 
[Fres dent pro tem . in th e chair.J 
Num erous bills were reported back from com ­ 
m ittees and placed on the file. 
The Com m ittee on C o r p o r a l ions reported back 
favorably the bill to “cinch” the cable roads 
in San Francisco. 
The Ciimmitt e on Judiciary reported a sub­ 
stitute ior C sm 'netti’s bill to raise the pay of 
a clerk iu the State T reasurer’s office, w hich 
was repotted adveisely from the sam e com ­ 
m ittee. 
S. B. 416, ptoviding for th e assessm ent of all 
real property in th e nam e ot th e ow ner, as 
show n by the records of deeds and transfers in 
the several counties, was on motion of its. 
author, Bowers, re com m itted to the Judiciary 
Committee. 
SCOTT EXCLUSION ACT. 
The Senate took up and passed the following 
concurrent resolutions, w hich were reported by 
the Com m ittee of Conference of the two bou.-es, 
as a substitute for S. C. K. 4 : 
Resolved, by the Sena'e of the State of Califor­ 
nia, the Assembly concurring, T hat we fully in ­ 
dorse the action of Congress and of the Presi­ 
dent iu the enactm ent of the m easure known as 
the -cott Exclusion Bill. T hat in behalf of the 
people of California, irrespective o f political 
parties, we ask the Governm ent of the United 
States, in all of its branches, to rig illy enforce 
the provisions of laid law. 
Resolved, l h a t we respectfully m em orialize 
Congress and the President of the U nited .-tates 
to concur in the enactm ent of such additional 
legislation as w ill m ake said Restriction Act 
m ore effective by preventing th e »ntrance of the 
Chinese into the United States over the Ca­ 
nadian and M exican borders. To this eud we 
respectfully but earnestly recom m end that, if 
necessary, treaties be entered into between our 
G overnm ent and th e Governm ents of Mexico 
and G reat B ritain to prevent th e violation of the 
sai 1 restriction law by the transit of Chinese 
through Mexico and Canada into the United 
States. 
Resolved, T hat au experience of forty years has 
nroven that the concession to th e people of 
China of the rights and privileges ot ihe most 
favored nations was a m istake, and th at the re­ 
ception w ithin our borders ol a non-assim ilat­ 
ing class is an evil unm itigated -by a single real 
benefit to th e citizens ol the Republic. 
Resolved, T hat our Senators in Congress be in ­ 
structed and our Representatives requested to 
present this concurrent resolution to the Senate 
and House of R epresentatives ot the United 
Stales. 
Rcsolval, Tb it his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to im m ediately forw ard by tele­ 
graph, a copy of this resolution to each of our 
Senators and R epresentatives in Congress. 
ASSEMBLY MESSAGES.

T he Assembly messages were taken up and 
bills referred to the proper com m ittees. 
S. B. 15. providing 
for the appointm ent 
of live Suprem e Court 
Commi-stoncrs, 
had 
been am ended in the Assembly by m aking 
th eir term of

Although the two year lim it had been 
put in the bill after a long debate iu the Senate, 
yet the Assembly am endm ent was concurred in 
without objection. 
The -en ato rsw h o bad so 
loudly dem anded th at th e lim it be placed in 
th e bill were all silent.

TH E INSURANCE FIG H T. 
S. B. 154, authorizing th e form ation of tow n­ 
ship m utual insurance com panies, regulating 
the transaction of th e ir busine s, and defining 
the duties of the officers thereof, was read a 
th ird tim e. 
Wilson called upon the author of the bill, 
McGowan, for his reasons w hy the bill ought to 
become a law. 
McGowan explained the objects and provi­ 
sions of the bill at length. 
He said th at the bill 
sim ply allows any num ber of m en, not less than 
twenty-five in num ber, to euter into an agree­ 
m ent by w hich they eau m utually insure each 
other. It had been stated by th e hired organs 
of some insurance institutions in San Frau isco 
th at this was an experim ent. T hat he denied. 
It had been in stfceessful operation in England 
for m ore th an two hundred years, and in the 
State ot M innesota for tw eu y years. It was a 
fanner’s m easure and introduced in th eir in ­ 
terest 
It would save seventy-five per cent, to 
the policy-holders of the State. 
Wilson did not caie w hether the Senate passed 
the bill or not. The insurance m en of San 
Francisco did not care a snap w hether the bill 
passed or not. 
He believed it his duty to pro­ 
tect the interests of his constituents and of the 
people of the State of California. 
He was not 
opposed to the principle of the bill, but in the 
m auner in w hich it was draw n it was pernicious 
and ought not to pass. He should vote against 
the bill if no o 'h er Senators voted w ith him . 
The vice of th e bill was th a t it did not provide 
for the establishm ent ot any capital upon w hich 
to work. There was no provision for a T reas­ 
urer, w hich was in contravention of the present 
statute. 
He dissected the bill, and pointed out 
m any things w hich he declared w ere vicious. 
The bill was iu violation of th e Constitution, be­ 
cam e it provided th at these com panies shall be 
exem pt from taxation. 
Bowers said th at these m utural insurance 
associations bad been in operatiou in W isconsin 
for m any years, and h ad proven a great suc­ 
cess 
’i he best thing about it was the tact that 
there was no paid up capital. 
McGowan defendrd 
his bill w arm ly aud 
waxed eloquent in his acknow ledgm ent of 
the perm ission of the San Franc sco insur­ 
ance m en 
to pass the bill, 
as 
stated by 
Wilson. 
He did not like to m ake charges, 
but there was 
a rum or 
in the 
air 
that 
the insurance com pact were opposed to it, e se 
this bill would uot have been denounced by 
“ the San Francisco .Vctrg Letter, th a t hired jour 
nalistic prostitute of the insurance com p a c .’’ 
As he warm ed up to his subject, stung by Wil­ 
son's legal criticism s ot the bill, he said that he 
had at one tim e taken it lor granted th at the 
gentlem an was an attorney, hut he bad changed 
bis m ind and did not believe be knew enough 
law to hurt him . 
Wilson m ade a bitter reply to the speech of 
McGowan, heaping coals ol fire ou his head by 
praising his abilfiy and integrity, but at the 
sam e tim e declaring th a t the author of the bill 
knew it was weak. 
McGowan said th a t Wilson was present in the 
com m ittee when the bill was considered, and 
m ade no objections to the bill. 
Wilson denied being present w hen the bill 
was considered, and was surprised when he 
saw it on the file. 
The roll was called and the bill was passed by 
a vote of 27 ayes to J2 nocs 
De Long explained his vote by saying th at he 
voted for the bill entirely at the request of 
num erous constituents, though he believed it 
was a most vicious bill. 
M urphy gave notice o f a m otion to re-con- 
aider. 
STATE BOARD ( F EXAM INERS. 
S B. 188, to am end Sections 654, 655, and 679 
of the Political Code, relating to the State 
Board of Exam iners, its m eetings aud duties, 
aud to add to said Act seven new sections, to 
be known and num bered as 684, 683, 686, 687, 
688, 689, and 690, relutive t j the State Board of 
Exam iners, and fixing th e salaries of the m em ­ 
bers of said Board and its employes, and defin­ 
ing the powers aud duties of said Board, and 
m aking appropriations for traveling expenses, 
was taken up as a special order. 
On m otion of M urphy it was m ade th e special 
order for Friday, at 2:15 P. M. 


FEEBLE-M INDED C H ILD R EN . 
S. B. 194, to provide for a perm anent site ior 
the California Home for the Care and T rainiug 
of Feeble-M inded Children, and to erect suit­ 
able buildings thereon, w as taken up as the 
special order ret ior this hour. 
The Secretan- read the m ajority and m inority 
reports of the Com m ittee on Hospitals, giving ail 
account of th eir visit to the institution. The 
m inority of the com m ittee favored the rem oval 
of the Home from its present site, w hile the 
m ajority favored the im m ediate com pletion of 
the present buildings. 
The hill was read by sections. The bill pro­ 
vided for the appropriation of 875,000 for the 
purchase of a new site. 
The first am endm ent of the Finance Com­ 
m ittee was the addition of the following words 
to the end of Section 1: “ W hich plant shall be 
located in Santa Clara county.” 
Preston moved to am end by locating it in 
N evada county. 
Moffitt said th at ho hoped the last am end­ 
m ent would be voted down and the com m ittee 
am endm ent adopted. The people of Santa Clara 
county had been at fever h eat for weeks be­ 
cam e of an alleged attem pt to rem ove the Home 
from th at county. 
The com m ittee had care­ 
fully exam ined the subject. and bad be'ore it 
m auy people who had given th eir testim ony. 
The ladies connected with the institution were 
willing th at the Home should rem ain in Santa 
Clara county, hut desire th a t it be m oved to 
some place in the county w here tbev could 
have more land, better sewerage anil other 
advantages. 
A call of the Senate brought iu all of the Sen­ 
ators. 
Presión spoke in favor of his am endm ent, re­ 
citing at length the num erous advantages ol his 
county for such an institution. 
Nevarla county 
had no public institution located w ithin its bor­ 
ders. 
He spoke eloquently o f w hat th a t county 
had done for the Slate, and said that her pros­ 
perity had been destroyed lo a great extent by 
the judgm ent of Courts 
He thought N evada 
county had a right to ask to have some State 
Institution. 
Preston’R am endm ent was lost. 
Campbell m oved to am end by locating it in 
Solano county, and spoke in favorof his m otion. 
He said he mftde the motion in the interest of 
hum anity and econom y. 
He cited the report of 
the T rusteesof the California Home lor the Care 
and T raining of Feeble-M inded Children, show­ 
ing that the site was condem ned by the Trustees 
and by the engineers w ho had exam ined the 
place. Solano county could offer a place w ithiu 
three m iles of Vallejo, w hich had been a health 
resort, w here there was a sulphur spring, an 
orchard, a vineyard, a lake and various other 
advantages. It could b a purchased w ith 160 
acres of land for 840,000, buildings and all. For 
865.0 0 they could have all the 
land they 
w anted, including the erection of all the ueces 
sary buildings, w hile the present bill called for 
875.000 for the purchase of the site alone, cr 
819.3.000 for the whole. 
He said that the site he 
proposed was the original site selected for this 
Home. A bill had passed the Legislature locat­ 
ing the institution there, but it had mysteriously 
disappeared from Governor Stonem au’s table 
and had never been found. It was then located 
iii Santa Clara county, under the shadow of 
fraud, w hich Mill hangs over it. That cloud 
ought to be rem oved and justice done to Solano 
county. 
Cam pbell’s am endm ent w as lost. 
Goucher m oved to substitute Fresno county, 
and recited the various advantages presented 
by that county. The location was central, while 
the best of c lím ate, land and w ater was guar­ 
anteed. 
Meany spoke in favor of the am endm ent of­ 
fered by Goucbcr. The great San Joaquin val­ 
ley ought to have one State institution 
Boggs said that ho had anticipated 
th at 
Meany was going to propose to locale it in Glenn 
county. 
He w anted to suggest th at ii IhA&■ 
county was created it would need such au insti 
tution.

Young said lhat Ostrom h ad spoken ou every 
question and on every occasion since th e first 
day of the session. Hence he was not surpri ed 
to hear him shoot off at random in this case. 
Sea W ell was in favor of two new asylum s—one 
in the north and one in the south. The great 
increase of population dem anded them . The 
present asylum s were already overcrowded.

THE CHINESE MUST GO. 
M athews called up the spec-1I1 order, S. B. 332, 
to npi ropr ate 86,600 ior the purpose of employ 
ing aud appoitning counsel for the purpose of 
defending th e Scott Exclusion Act. 
Dibble began by stating he h ad been a care­ 
ful reader of the San Francisco dailv papers, 
and all hut one had denounced him for his op­ 
position to th is bill. But be was now m ore th an 
ever convinced th at it should be voted down. 
He w as still of the opinion th a t there was no 
need i f special counsel in th e c h i Chang Ping 
case. 
It required no 6,ieeial knowledge of 
tnings m C alif rnia to try th at case. A sh e u n ­ 
derstood it. th e whole question w as—when a 
certificate had been Issued under the treaty, 
w hether the issue of such certificate superin­ 
duces a contract with the C hinam an by w hich 
he can live in the Unite I Slates as against the 
law. Thu bill should he killed because it was 
brought Aere by OenDis Kearney, w ho had 
boasted th a t th e Senate passed it iii an hour, be­ 
cause he had brought it to them . It should be 
killed for this, if tor no other reason. 
Jt was 
ofiensive because it had been brought iu this 
m aim er. It was a disgrace to California and to 
civilization. 
Seuator W hite had no right to 
leave his duties here and go to W ashington 
and draw ex tra pay. 
Shanahan said it was m erely a question of 
im m ediate action in a vital cause. Senator 
W hile eould do infinitely more good at Wash 
iagton than h e eould in Sacram ento during the 
trial of this ease. It was absurd to assume that 
Morrow Hiid V andever aud M cKenna should 
absent them selves from tb eir Eeats during the 
closing days o f the session of Congress to look 
after this ease. Besides, it was no part of their 
duties to do so. The people o f California have 
been struggling ten years to get a test ease in 
just this position, but the C hinam an gets a 
prom pt hearing, and all the customs officials 
and hangers-on will exert great pressure to en ­ 
able him to win his case. 
For tw enty years 
California has been working out a solntion of 
this problem , and now, w hen we have the b ar­ 
riers constructed some of the gentlem en of this 
legislature w ant lo leave the care of this ease 
to persons w ho are unfam iliar w ith its details 
and requirem ents. All the Chinese w ant is a 
sm all loophole, and w hen they find it they will 
tear the whole fabric into shreds. He read' from 
the Chronicle of yesterday a W ashington dis­ 
patch stating th at Solicitor Jcnks was uot qual­ 
ified to prosecute the Chi Chaug Ping case. 
Brierly had list ncd to the gentlem an 'rom 
Shasta, and also the eloquent Associated Press 
dispatches. 
He had not received any instruc­ 
tions from th e people of bis district, but thought 
the people of toe w hole State did ro t ueed any 
special counsel at W ashington. Congress would 
adjourn 
M arch 3d, and our representatives 
there would have uu excellent opportunity to 
attend to th e case. 
On the contrary, Senator 
W hite, President pro tem. of the Senate, ex 
officio 
Lieutenant-G overnor, 
self-constituted 
C hairm an ot all the com m ittees, aud General 
Pooh-Bah o f the whole State, w ould be tired 
out and exhausted by his m ultifarious duties 
during this session of the Legislature. 
Senator 
Stewart aud the other Coast Representatives at 
W ashington h ad already given assurance th at 
they would attend to the Case. 
Dam ron thought the constitutional question 
raised by Judge Dibble was net a good one. The 
appointm ent of counsel to go to W ashington 
was not the creating of an office oi profit. They 
would be sent sim ply as cronseL 
The Chinese 
question w as the great topic of fhe State. It 
was the greatest political question of the Pacific 
Coa-.t. 
Hyde said th is m easure was proposed by a 
m aii who was a sand-lot agita'.er. an incendiary 
and a m n»derer. 
K earney bad boasted th at 
the m em bers would not dare vote against it. 
He (Hyde) w ould dare vote against it. but the 
people dem anded some action of the kind pro­ 
posed and he should vote for It. 
McCarty said he was no', surprised that his 
friend, Judge Dibble, should vote agaiust the 
m easure, since a delegation of C hintse la d ie s - 
fourteen of them —had visited the floor of the 
Assembly this very afternoon and skillfully 
lobbied against the oil'. 
H all said Dibble’s argum ent w as like the 
Egyptian apple th at turned to ashes at the 
touch. 
His theories crc m b'ed away w hen m et 
by the logic of common sense. It was not bus­ 
iness-like to leave this ease to take care of 
itself. We owe it to ourselves to send special 
counsel. 
Young, in a m agnificent speech, m oved the 
previous question. [Applause ] 
Dibble said it whs not true th a t he was op­ 
posed to the com m on people. He had shed his 
ow n blood on th e battle-field while defending 
the rights of the people. B ut he despised the 
professional agitators of the sandlots, and he 
had no sym pathy w ith the Jaw sm illijof Shasta. 
Sims did not w ant to see th e Scott Exclusion 
Act jeopardized or killed. 
He felt an over­ 
w helm ing dread of invasion by Mongolian 
hordes.

valley, 
sh e has lived there since 1877. 
In 1881 
she had liought som e real estate there from a 
Mr. Hedges—the place had a bam aud house o i 
it—and had p iia 8780, but afterw ard found ih at 
she had no title. 
The purchase price was 
S ',C00. Commissioners Griffiths and Briggs had 
deprived her of the use of the buildings. 
Galen Clark, the next witness, had lived in 
the valley a num ber of years. Had not recently 
attended the m eetings of the Commissioners, 
but had beeu fam iliar w ith the m anagem ent of 
the valley. There had been some changes and 
im provem ents there of late years. 
Houses and 
fences had been built, old houses and trees 
taken away. He thought some of the latter 
work was a needless destruction of propertv. 
Witness had been Commissioner and G uardian 
for some sixteen years, and in reply to queries 
by law yer Tully, of the Assembly Committee, 
said th a t iu his opinion a cheaper hotel th an 
the Stonem an House would be a desirable thing 
i to have in the valley. The Stonem au House 
rate was 84 a day, but they had a second-class 
dining room w here people could get a m eal for 
fifty cents. Lidig used to charge *2 50 to S3 50 a 
day, w hen he ran h 's hotel there. Camping 
parties are increasing in num ber each vear. 
Major Beu. C. Trum an, who represented tire 
Commissioners, did not question the witnesses, 
but exhibited a dozen photographic views, 
show ing some of the recent im provem ents m ade 
by the Commissioners in the vallev.

Recent Assembly bills : By Ragsdale—to pro­ 
vide for the levy and collection of taxes in 
school districts, except in cities of the first, sec­ 
ond, th ird and fourth classes ; by Y'oung—to 
confer upon Police Ju d jc s the sam e authorily 
as Justices o f the Peace have to perform the 
m arriage cerem ony; by Howe—to am end the 
Political Code, relative to definition of term s:

curring of indebtedness by cities, towns aud m u­ 
nicipal corporations : by Jam es—to authorize 
counties to create a bonded indebtedness for 
eertain purposes. 
Judgjng trom th e fact th a t the bill m aking 
the office of State P rinter an elective one, 
passed the Assembly w ithout a dissenting vole, 
the m easure is one of fhe most popnlar th at has 
come before th e Legislature of the State. The 
bill w ill probably com e up for action in tbe 
Senate to-day, and should, probably will, re­ 
ceive the sam e hearty approval accordef to it 
in the low er House.

Never before in the history of this fifate 
have the legislative schemes for the plun­ 
der of the public beeu so ingeniously con­ 
trived as at this session. 
Pains have been 
taken to disguise every job in a decent 
cloak, and to have it introduced by a de- 
cent-app^aring man. 
The 
wire-pullers 
have pushed forward their shrewdest men 
to accomplish their purposes. Their bills 
seem s-> well meant, and are fathered ap­ 
parently so respectably. Hie an tiLs.repn t- 
itig memberof either house might well vote 
for them in the belief that he was doing 
his duty. 
The Ostrom bill to rc-arsess railroad 
property s-ems reasonable enough on its 
face, hut when fhe bill comes to be exam­ 
ined, it stands revealed as a sebeiueto place 
almost every properly owner at the mercy 
of speculative lawyers. 
It declares that 
“ every tax, except poll tax, levied after 
1876, which ires been invalid by reason of 
error or irregularity in the assessment, or 
in every other respect, shall be reb vied, 
and the property re-assessed,” and that the 
lawyer who prosecutes the case shall get 15 
per cent, of the money recovered. Thus, 
if. throngh some blunder, 
a piece of 
property in Fresno, or Los Angeles, or San 
Joaqnin, or Colusa, or Shasta, was assessed 
too low in 18S0 and the following years, a 
lawyer may bring suit to have it re­ 
assessed, and the owner may be compelled 
to pay several years bark taxes, of which 
the attorney will take 15 per cent. There 
are a dozen ways in which property may 
escape full or correct assessment: but the 
rule has always been that when it has once 
been assessed by the proper officer and the 
lax paid, the tax-gatherer has no further 
claim upon it. 
If it were uot so, no man 
would ever know when his title was clear. 
Under the insidious little bill which Os­ 
trom and Langford have fathered, there 
will be no such tiling as a finality in the 
matter of taxes. 
Property-owners will 
never know whether they "have paid up. 
Briefless barristers will be perpetually on 
the lookout for chances to sue responsible 
citizens on the ground that their assess­ 
ments were erroneous nine years ago and 
ever since, and that they mnst be gone over 
ag ain . 
Can it be that the representatives 
from the country districts will expose their 
constituents to such au annoyance as this?

M r. D ibble’s bill to amend th e law re­ 
garding Election Hoards baa many strong 
features. 
It is deserving o f very much 
more of attention than it is lik ely to re­ 
ceive. 
in brief, it fixes the m axim um fee 
for an election officer a t$ 10 for an election 
-—which is an inducem ent to speed. 
It 
provides for a new Groat Register for e* k 
general election to be made by beginning 
one hundred days before election to reg­ 
ister voters and continuing eig h ty íiv e 
days. 
T his is rieht since it is th e ■only 
way to keep dead m en from voting raid to 
com pel Supervisors to clean _ up tl?c R eg­ 
isters. 
I t m akes th e m axim um of rotees 200 to 
a precinct. 
T h at, too, is wise, ss it insures 
ra p id ity of counting, and by ■dividing th e 
forces of a com m on enem y, gives those 
w ho w ish to vote secretly, a»fi w ithout in ­ 
terference, b etter o p p o rtu n ity to do so. 
I t 
provides th a t no polling place sh all be 
fixed in a saloon or room "where liquors 
are sold, by a door, window o r o th er open­ 
ing. 
T his no one can object to in reason. 
I t provides th a t th e F u per visors shall 
choose all election officers, clerks included, 
from th e assessment roll, and th a t th ere 
shall be two Inspectors instead of one, as 
heretofore. 
T h is is w ell if th e present 
system of choosing is to be retained. 
A 
far b ette r plan w ould be to h av e th e 


C ourts choose from th e assessment roll 
nam es of citizens .to serve o n . E lection 
B oards. 
T hese should be m ade public and 
th e 
people given o p portunity to c h a l­ 
lenge 
th e 
panel 
or 
any 
p art 
of 
it. 
Supervisors’ 
B oards 
are 
by 
no 
m eans 
th e best 
agencies for choosing 
election boards. 
T h ey do th a t d u ty now 
an d in very m any cases th e results a re th e 
reverse of encouraging. 
T h e provision 
increasing th e num ber of Inspectors is sure 
and gives a relief m em ber to th e board. 
I t is provided also th a t a ll election officers 
shall be a b le -to read and w rite th e E nglish 
language, a requirem ent th a t creates su r­ 
prise th a t i t was n ot projected before. 
I t 
is also w ell provided th a t a ll -election 
officers chosen m ust serve o r suffer p unish­ 
m ent by line unless a good 'excuse is 
proven. 


A change in th e polling hoars is m ade 
so as to close a t 4 r . m ., w hich is well 
enough if we lire to have precincts w ith 


b u t two h u ndred voters. 
U ne section re­ 
quires th a t erasures on ballots sh all not 
lie noticed unless th e w ords ‘‘no vote” is 
w ritten opposite. 
W h en th a t is not done 
th e board is to count th e o riginal nam e, 
if it can ascertain it. 
T h is is an adm irable 
provision and w ill defeat th e finger-nail 
fraud by w hich a b it of pencil under th e 
finger nail is used to erase nam es as ballots 
are counted. 
I t is required th e ballots 
sh all be six inches w ide instead o f five. 
T h is is done to defeat th e boss system of 
spreading th e p rin t all over th e paper so 
th a t no room can be found to m ake 
changes by w riting in nam es not on th e 
ballot. 


T h e bill, tiierefore, is a generally good 
one. 
W e w ant to see it am ended in th e 
respect suggested, and it w ill th en lie an 
adm irable m easure, and should be enacted 
in to law. 
W e m ust have election reform 
o r sink into u tte r slavery to th e corrupt 
m asters of low politics, and th a t m eans 
defeat of th e purposes of th e R epublic. 
B et the L egislature understand th a t it 
cannot afford to adjourn w ith o u t giving 
th e people substantial reform o f th e elec­ 
tio n laws.

Y esterday's R ecobd-U kion contained an 
item stating that $1,200 in m oney had been 
stolen from the hom e of N iel A nderson 
w ho resides one and a q uarter m iles south 
of F ran k lin , and th at Jo h n Olsen and Nesv 
N eilsen had been arrested 
an d 
jailed, 
charged w ith th e crim e. 
N iel Andereon is an old Sw edish gentle­ 
m an, w ho, w ith his wife, h a d lived on a 
ranch w hich they have ow ned for a quarter 
of a century. 
T hey are frugal, confiding, 
and honest people, and in all these years 
have carried on a sm all dairy so success 
fully th a t they have been able to accum u­ 
late quite a tittle fo rtu n e, an d ow n several 
m ortgages. 
They alw ays kept open house 
for any of th eir couutrym en w ho c tm e 
th eir way. and m any a one has boarded 
an d lodged there weeks an d m onths sim p:y 
for the little chores th ey w ould do, and toe 
old gentlem an was ever ready to furnish 
cash w hen clothing w a jrequired. 
Olsen and Neilsen, the two iqen w ho 
w ere arrested, were no t em ployed bv An­ 
derson, but had been stopping w ith him 
for som e weeks, O lsen being engaged iu 
try in g to keep his wife from getting a 
divorce, an d N eilsen try in g to drin k up all 
th e bad w hisky and poor gin at the FraDk- 
lin tavern. 
A uderson evidently do n ’t believe m uch 
in th e security o f hanks, for it seem s lie 
alw ays kept a few thousand dollars stacked 
u p in his house in th e m ost careless m an ­ 
ner, there being no attem pt at concealm ent. 
In his kitchen was a n old-fashioned fire­ 
place. dom e years ago Mrs. A nderson dis­ 
carded the chim ney, anil had a cooking 
stove set up in front of it, the pipe extend? 
in g in to th e chim ney. 
In front of th e fire­ 
place was an old m uslin screen. 
T hrough 
th is screen was a slit, large enough to put 
through the hand, and ou an im provised 
sh e lf inside th is chiiw iey tw entv-dollar 
pieces were stacked up, a t th e tim e of the 
theft to th e am ount of $<,000. 
On S unday a neighbor cam e to A nderson 
to borrow $l,00o. 
T he papers were draw n 
up. an d A nderson th ru st l»s h an d into ins 
chim ney safe, and was surprised to fine 
m ore than a q uarter o f h # tw enties gone. 
T he fact th a t Olsen and N eilsen knew 
w here he h.d his m oney, and th at they had 
been spreeiug heavily and sp en d in g m oaev 
freely, caused him to im m ediately suspi­ 
cion them . 
A Constable weat in quest of 
th em , and foiuid Olsen dead d ru n k in a 
ditch, w ith $215 iu gold on hie person. T his 
confirm ed A nderson's suspiciooe, and the 
tw o m en w ere arrested and brought to the 
county jail. 
B « h nron are weff know n 
th ro u g h o u t the southern portion o f the 
county, w here they have been em ployed 
for years as laborera on th e different dairy- 
farm s. 
A fter they were looted u p in jail D eputy 
Sheriff F. K. Beckley, w ho also lives in 
1- ra n k un, interview ed them , and they cop­ 
ies. ed the crim e and, as far as possible, re­ 
stored «11 th e m oney.

Fresno was recently suffering under a sim­ 
ilar regime of terror and crime, when a 
public mass meeting was held, and a 
pointed notice sent forth from it that every 
member of cut-throat and detestible gangs 
that was found in the city after the expira­ 
tion of twenty-four hours would remain at 
their peril. In less than twenty-four honrs 
not one of them was to be found, and that 
city has since enjoyed peace and quiet. 
Sacramento neither wishes nor will tolerate 
vigilance committees, but she needs im ­ 
mediate and determined public movement 
which will at once rid the city of the m ur­ 
derous aDd thieving gang that is a disgrace 
to humanity ana a menace to lives and 
property. 


A b b o tt’? A ssig n m e n t. 
For some time past it has been quite gen­ 
erally known that A. Abbott, Cashier o1 
the California State Bank and member of 
the Slate Board of Railroad Commission­ 
ers, was financially embarrassed. It came 
about in the great expense he went to in 
opening the Magalia mine, at Oroville, and 
in subsequent litigation regarding its title. 
He gave a number of uotes for purchase 
money and other considerations, and they 
falling dne, his creditors refused an exten­ 
sion of time, and he was forced to make 
the assignment, which is to Albert M. 
Jobnston.and sworn to on Monday, th e llih 
inst. The property consists of real estate 
and personal property, the latter about $30,­ 
000, the former the title to the mine referred 
to. 
The paper recites “ that the party of the 
party oí the hrst part is indebted to divers 
persons in sundry sums of money and is at 
present insolvent aud unable to pay the 
same, and is desirous of providing for the 
payment of the same so far as in his 
power, by au assignment of all his prop­ 
erty for that purpose for the benefit of bis 
creditors, without priority or preference 
whatsoever, except such as may be allowed 
and provided for Dy the laws of the State of 
California.” 
The document then goes on in the usual 
legal form to set over and assign to Albert 
M ‘-hnston all “ the lands, hereditaments 
an . appurtenances, goods, chattels, stock, 
choses in action, property and effects of 
every kind, name, nature and description 
whatsoever belonging to the party of the 
first part, wherever the same may be situ­ 
ated, except such property as is by law-ex­ 
empt from execution.” 
Most of the creditors reside outside of 
the city, and the bank in which he is em­ 
ployed is not one of them. His total lia­ 
bilities are estimated at $93 000. He owes 
N. D. Rideout $34,000. but the latter is se­ 
cured by a mortgage on the Magalia mine. 
Fred Cox is one of his creditors to the ex­ 
tent of $19,000, hut be al o is secured by a 
mortgage on Abbott’s interest in the W in­ 
ters farm. It is said that Abbott has offered 
to settle with bis unsecured creditors at ten 
cents on the dollar.

It must suffice'to say that they are 
such as wilt probably not again be grouped 
in Sacramento in twenty years. Most of 
thent cttinot be seen in stores and the vast 
majority are from private collections, upon 
which hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and from fifteen to twenty-five years have 
been expended. 
Thomas H ill’s 
great 
painting, " The Driving of the Last Spike,” 
all the evening had a laige crowd of admirers 
in front of it. Its historical value is more aud 
more developing, and ten years from uoiv it 
will be regarded of priceless value because ot 
the relation it has to .State development. 
The Paris salon m edal picture, ' Circe,” shown 
in the m ain hall, is a great attraction, but to 
say th at it is due to a vulgar estim ate o f the 
niiile in art, is not true. Probably there are 
gro.-s people who cannpt conceive of the hum an 
figure representing the finest lines aud greatest 
beauty the hand or nature lias fashioned. Bnt 
a statue or a painting from the hands of a true 
artist that is not iutei.ded to address a iascivi us 
taste cannot be intern eted as vicious, except 
bv those who cannot look upon beauty at any 
tim e but to lust after it. “ Circe ” is th e nude 
in art, but its genuilie m erit lies iu its art, aside 
from the subject treated. It is a study of the 
hum an form th at proves the artist to be one of 
skill. It is not a great work in the sense of 
greatness am ong paintings, but is by no m eans 
one of the iesser works, nor one of mediocre 
order, and in tru th comes close up to the line of 
the best class of figure painting. A far better 
picture in the exhibition, aud coldly chaste 
enouvh for rh iceberg critic, is " T h e Tem pter,” 
by Carpentier, an exquisite conception, aud a 
rem arkably fine exam ple ot artistic feeling. 
One ease iu the exhibition contains 31,000 
worth of lace, another 75 000. 
Some of the 
cases are bowers of loveliness in delicate han d ­ 
work and tlie m asterly skill of craftsm en. Some 
have rare old antiquities, som e w ouders in 
“ wares.” and others rich collection o t bronze 
aud m etal w orked goods. But not half the 
classes can be now noticed. T he free om nibus 
was a great convenience last night, aud was 
freely availed ot. The night was so beautiful, 
however, that m any preferred on tlie return to 
walk, and this disappointed th e car com pany, 
w hicli heid late ears. The exhibition opens to­ 
day at 10 a.m ., an d , by the way, the day light 
is the tim e for close exam ination o f the delicate 
and w onderfully fine exhibits in the eases.

Anywhere 
e s e but in liberal-hearted t-aeram euto s u c h a 
wonderfully beautiful and instructive exhibi­ 
tion would be p lated at 51 a ticket. The ladles 
announce SO m uch for so sm all a fee th at their 
exhibition is by rnauy thought to be cheap— 
who have not yet seen it.

Juliau Allen, of Statesville, N. C., who has been 
in tbe citv for several days iu the interest o' tbe 
Southern Exposition that will be held the com­ 
ing Fall in some Northern city, told a reporter 
of the American that, while in Washington 
receutly, be had au interview with James G. 
Blaine. 
The latter gentleman expressed a 
cordial interest in the project, and a willing­ 
ness to do anything iu liis power to help it 
lorward. He also took occasion to express his 
deep iuterest iu the development of tae South 
and his earnest hope of a settlement of the race 
problem in a way that will inure lo the interest 
of the whole people. 
In the m atter of the selection of Federal of­ 
ficers for the Southern States. Blaine led Colonel 
Allen to think that he would favor the appoint­ 
ment of conservative Republicans—men who 
had laid aside the hatred and bitterness of war 
times, and who were aiming at the development 
of the country and the happiness and welfare 
of the people. In many ways Blaine expressed 
his concern for the welfare of the South aud his 
interest in its future. 
Blaine also spoke with freedom about his ac­ 
ceptance of the position of Secretary of State in 
General Harrison's Cabinet, and said that Pre­ 
sident Harrison tendered him the position a few 
days after the election, and did it in such a cor­ 
dial way that he at once accepted it in the same 
spirit.
